Venezuela, 
it is said, is entirely dependent on the 
cutside world for its supply of corn, 
which is a staple among the Venezuelans. 
The Germans are expected to oceupy one 
or more of the main ports of Venezuela, 
trobably La Guayra and Maracaibo. In 
this connection most positive assurances 
have been given to the United States 
government that the occupation is to be 
temporary and only for cuch length of 
time as will permit the collection of the 
debt due to Germany, thus disposing of 
the report that there is any ulterior pur- 
pose to establish a German coaling sta- 
ton on Venezuelan soil. 

Reliance of Venezuela. 

On the part of Venezuela it is semi- 
om@aly uliderstood that President Cas- 
tfo has made known that he is prepared 
for @my eventuality. The reliance of 
Venezuela appeers to be cn the practical 
difficulties Germany will encounter. 
Veneguela, it is asserted, has no need of 
outside supplies, and while corn is much 
ued, in an emergency there are many 
her cereals which can be put to use. 
Mcreover, the natives are said to be 
teat eaters almost exclusively, and have 
M need for corn or outside products. 
With reference to German occupation of 
one Or more ports, it igs thought to be 
likely that Venezuela will rely on 
harassing the invaders.

PORTER MOCKS 
WHOLE COUNTY 


Slayer of Joseph Fincher Causes 
Reign of Terror in Russell 
County, Ala 


INFLAMED BY WHISKY, 
HE 1S SEEKING VICTIMS 


After Killing Fincher, Porter At- 
tempted Te S=urder Two Ladies 
and Three Children—Wom- 
en Fled to Woods To 
Escape Murder. 


December 27.—(Special.) 
The Crawford community in Russell 
county, Alabama, has been in a state of 
the greatest excitement since the killing 
of Joseph Fincher by Uriah Porter 
Wednesday night. 

The latest advices from Crawford to- 
day were that Porter was. still at large, 
armed with a shotgun and Winchester 
rifle, terrorizing the community and de- 
fying arrest. The sheriff of Russell coun- 
ty went to the scene from Seale this af- 
ternoon, but with what result has not 
yet been learned. It is reported that 
Porter sat in the road nearly all day yes- 
terday in front of the Mincher residence 
guarding it with his guns. 

Further details of the affair as receiv- 
ed today show that the tragedy was 
even more deplorable than first reported. 
After shooting Fincher down in his store 
Porter. fired at Miss Thompson, a cousin 
of Mrs. Fincher, the charge narrowly 
missing her head, and she ran screaming 
into the house. Porter fellowed, shoot- 
ing charge after charge into the house, 
the shot breaking nearly all the window 
panes, smashing mirrors and playing 
havoc generally. Porter then turned his 
gun loose in the store anh smashed lamps 
and show cases. 

Mrs. Fincher, Miss Thompson and the 
three children took to the woods, Porter 
following. They hid out in several places 
and it is claimed that he searched for 
them thoroughly. They finally found 
refuge in a. big ditch and stood in a pool 
of water while Porter passed on by. It 
was late that night before they dared 
to go to the house of a negro tenant for 
protection. 

Porter seems to have completely 
crazed by drink, for all day yesterday 
and this morning he roamed through the 
community defying everybody. A war- 
rant was sworn out for him, but it fs 
reported that the Crawford bailiff re- 
signed his job rather than try to execute 
it. This afternoon Mrs. Belcher, at 
whose home the whole trouble originated, 
came to the city and wired the sheriff 
at Seale to have Porter arrested. 

The remains of Fincher will 
in Columbus tomorrow.

FLOATING IN THE RIVER 
NEAR HOME OF FATHER 


Five Weeks of Mystery Terminated by Ghastly Find. 
Coroner’s Jury at Work and Wilcox, the 
Girl’s Lover, Is Under Guard.

Body Little Decomposed. 

With the exception of some slight dls- 
coloration of the face the body was In 
a good state of preservation and little 
decomposed. The body was easily identi- 
fed as that of Nell Cropsey by all whd 
had known hor in HKfe. The spot where 
the body was found had been dragged 
feveral times since her ‘disappearance, 
tut with no result. 

Coroner Fearing summored a Pa. of 
men from among the crowd 
that had essembled cn the where 
the body had been brought ashore, and 
called in three cf the best physicians of 
the city to make a thorough and ex- 
haustive autopsy to learn if there were 
any stgns of viclence on the body, but 
up to this time nothing official can he 
learned from the physicians as to their 
cpinion, they refusing absolutely to xzive 
cut any Information until after thoy 
make repert to the coroner’s jury, which 
convened at 9 o’clock tonight after an 
adjournment at 6 o'clock without reach- 
ing any verdict. 

The jury has been in almost continuous 
Secret session since the finding of the 
body and holding of the autopsy, and 
very much depends on the construction 
of their verdict as to what will be the 
fate of young Wilcox.

Naval Reserves Protect. 
Anticipating that trouble may bo brew-

Wilcox apparently maintains the same 
indifferent air that has characterized his 
actions oll the way through this case, 
and feeling is runring to some extent 
against him tonight. 

Report of Physicians. 

Late tonight the physicians who per- 
formed the autopsy on Miss Cropsey 
reported as follows: 

The garments showed no marks of vio- 
lence. The garments were removed and 
body fully exposed. The epidermis of 
face and head, together with hair of head, 
was neeled of] The face and head were 
swollen and sodden. There was no exter- 
nal marks of violence of head, tie body 
or face. There was a disco} 
pinkish tinge on the front 
and face, with a slight bl disceléra- 
tion on the back of the riggk and occt- 
put. There were no marks upon front of 
her neck except as made by constriction 
of her dress collar. An examination of 
the internal organs showed she was a 
pure girl. 

The stomach, upon being opened, emit- 
ted gas, and was found to contain about 
two ounces of dark fluid and solid sub- 
stance. The appearance of the stomach 
and other abdominal organs were normal.

On the section of the scalp all round 
the head, one inch above the brow, there 
was found a dark discoloration of the 
muscular substance.

Speculation was rife in all quarters yes- 
terday in regard to the new move of the 
street railway officials looking toward a 
consolidation of the two railway compa- 
nies, the two lighting plants and the 
power plant. 

A wide difference of opinion exists be- 
tween the officials of these companies, 
and city and state 
officials. 

According to the law bearing on the 
case, the secretary of state cannot refuse 
to grant the charter, provided that the 
zencral law is complied with. In other 
words, it seems certain that the charter 
wil! be granted. In speaking of this 
point, Secretary of State Phil Cook says 
that he can entertain no protest if the 
general law is complied with. 

The city, on the other hand, it is stated, 
ean file an injunction seeking to enjoin 
the granting of the charter on the con- 
stitutional grounds that its effect would 
be to créate a monopoly ard thus lessen 
competition. Just how effective such an 
injunction would be is a mooted question. 
Several prominent attorncys in speaking 
of the matter yesterday seemed to think 
that there was no dcubt that the courts 
world sustain such action. Others heid 


thet it would. prove incflective, 


Consolidation Rests with City. 

It is generally admitted that the city 
has the right to estop any effort at a 
physical consolidation without its con- 
sent. It is stated from high official 
sources that physical connections of the 
lines—the principle desideratum desired— 
is impossible without the consent of coun- 
cil. The city has certain police regula- 
tions governing the streets and without 
a modification of these laws, it is not 
thought that tracks can be arbitrarily 
torn up or removed. 

The question of the Hfe of tranchises 
of the new company 's a mooted one. On 
this point, 
indirectly connected with the new propo- 
sition, the street raéilway officials refuss 
to talk. Their only reply 4s: | 

“The application speaks for itself.” 

One of the highest legal authorities in 
the city seems to think that the life of 
the charter would imply the life of the 
various franchises. Another holds that 
without authority from council these 
charters, granted for a short time, could 
not be extended. In other words, that the 
city has simply given certain licenses for 
a stated length of time and that the 
state cannot extend them. 


Action of City. 

Never was a proposition of like inter- 
est sprung on Atlanta which has received 
such universal discussion. At the same 
time it has been a discussion of the con- 
fidential and tentative sort. The street 
railway people smile blandly and refuse 
to talk. The members of council look 
wise, but say little. The city attorney 
adjusts his glasses and tells you that the 
city cannot afford, at this time, to tell 
its plans. The general public, unversed 
in law or the lore of street railways, is 
mystified beyond expression. The Iat- 
ter class gives vent to various views. 
However, it is certain that the city will 
take some action. Here ts an expression 
from an incoming councilman: 

“Tl think that the whole thing is a bluff, 
but for heaven’s sake don’t use my name, 
I think the whole matter ought to be set- 
tled one way or another before February, 
and I would favor council's taking some 
action at the meeting Monday week pro- 
testing against the secretary of state 
granting the charter. But even if the 
charter is granted, I don’t see how con- 
aolidation can be accomplished. Accord- 
ing to my understanding of the law, any 
private citizen can file an injunction and 
hold up the charter on the grounds of 
its lessening competition. Then, too, if 
the charter were granted and the courts 
sustained the secretary of state, physical 
connection of the lines is out of the ques- 
tion without the consent of council. That 
is the main thing the railroads want. 
Thev have a number of unprofitable lines 
which they don’t want and which the 
public doesn’t care for. They are simply 
a dead loss. 

‘Now, if twenty good men in coundl 
will simply sit steady in the boat and 
insist on the city’s rights, we'll get 
something from the railways for Atlanta. 
I think we have just such men. 

“TI can't forecast what council! will do at 
its next meeting, but I am in favor of a 
formal protest being sent to the secretary 
of state. Failing in that, I think the city 
attorney ought to be instructed to pro- 
ceed at once.”’ 

Attitude of the Railways.: 

As as has been stated. the officials 
of the street railways present one with 
a dry smile when approached on the sub- 
ject. One of them temporarily slipped 
his tongue trolley yesterday and lapsed 
into a brief expression. But he soon re- 
membered himself. 

“We went to the city with a fair prop- 
osition and asked for the right to con- 
solidate. This was purely gratuitous on 
our part. We wanted to deal fairly with 
the city and we hoped for reasonable 
treatment from the city council and

Secretary of State Phil Cook was asked 
about his power yesterday in 
charters. The question is one that comes 
before him almost every day, and nat- 
urally 
feature of the law. 

“t'nder the law regulating the granting 
of charters.” said Secretary Cook, ‘‘the 
secretary of state is compelled to grant 
a charter for a railroad or other corpora- 
tion where the terms of the general law 
governing the application for and the 
granting of such charters has been fully 
complied with. 

“Some time ago Judge 
issued a restraining order to prevent me 
from granting a charter for a certain 
railroad in the southern part of the state, 
on the ground that it would violate the 
law against parallelling another rail- 
road for a distance of more than 10 miles. 
When the case came up Judge Candler, 
of his own motion, dismissed the restrain- 
ing order and held that where the terms 
of the general law were complied with, 
the secretary of state had no discretion 
in the matter whatever. He further held 
that the sec™tary of state could not be 
enjoined from issuing a charter under 
such circumstances by any court. It was 
decided that where’ any state law was 
violated by the parties acting under a 
charter thus granted, it was then within 
the province of the courts to interfere. 

*“[I’nder this decision and under the law 
on the subject.”’ Secretary Cook replied 
in answer to a further quest{9R, ‘‘the 
secretary of state can entertain no pro- 
test against the granting of a charter ex- 
cept one showing that the terms of the 
general law have not been complied with. 
Of course any protest made in writing 
would be considered, but to be of effect 
it would have to comply with the condi- 
tion stated.”’ 

Provisions of General Law. 

The general law relating to the charter: 
ing of railroad corporations is set forth 
in section 2, 169, of volume 2 of the code. 
This action applied to regular railroad 
corporations, but by a subsequent law 
providing that in the case of street rail- 
road companies the name of the city or 
town, and the streets upon which the 
railroad is to run, shall be given, it is 
made to apply also to street railroad 
companies. 

The section of the 
reads as follows: 

“Any number of persons not less than 
ten who desire to be imcorporated for 
that purpose may form a company, but 
before receiving a certificate of incorpora- 
tion, shall first file in writing a petition 
addressed to the secretary of state in

From the Standpoint of Busi- 
ness 1901 Is Considered 
Most Remarkable. 


BEYOND WONTED BOUNDS 
OUR COMMERCE SPREADS 


Volume of Bank Clearings Never Be- 
fore Equalied—Wonderful In- 
crease Made in Spite of 
What Seemed Adverse 
Conditions. 


New York, December 27.—The 
review of American trade, finance and in- 
dustry prepared by Bradstreet’s, and 
given publicity today, declareu 1901 to be 
a “record breaker’ among the five pre- 
ceeding years of commercial expansion 
enjoyed by the United States. Its pre- 
eminence, the review stated, was all the 
more notable, because it suffered from a 
combination of happenings that in a nor- 


mal year would have proveu depressing 


if not disastrous. Enumerated in the lat- 
ter were the machinists and steel strikes, 
the stock panic of May, the failure of sev- 


‘eral imprudently managed combinations, 


the efforts of some combinations, includ- 
ing that in copper, to fix prices, the short- 
age in corn, cotton and oats and the as- 
sassination of President McKinley. 

All Records Broken. 

Summarizing the general situation the 
review said: 

“Briefly summarized, the vear has seen 
transacted an aggregate of general busi- 
reflected in bank clearings, far 
in excess of any preceding period, has 
witnessed stock speculation, rampant be- 
yond the dreams of old-time brokers, 
checked and curtailed by one of the 
sharpest stock pafiics in history, and 
yet, with a remarkable minimum of dis- 
turbance of general financial operations, 
has watched general industry and produc- 
tion grow ‘steadily until new and larger 
figures were needed to express the out- 
puts of coal and ore and iir@.« and steel 
and leather and lumber and a multitude 
branches; has seen the freight 
transportation facilities of the country, 
strained to the breaking point, prove in- 
sufficient to handle the volume of busi- 
ness offered; and, finally, has witnessed 
a volume of holiday business passing all 
previous bounds both of quantity and 
quality, all of which are evidences of the 
vastly increased purchasing power of the 
general public of late vears. 

“From the standpoint of present esti- 
mates clearings this year will exceed the 
highest records of preceding years by 
one-fourth. Gross railway earnings have 
incréased 12 per cent and net returns 
have gained 16 per cent over the best 
preceding year. Pig iron production will 
be not far from one-seventh larger than 
the heaviest ever before recorded. Shoe 
production and shipments and therefore, 
presumably leather production, show al- 
most as large a gain. Iron ore production 
and shipments were never before equaled; 
certainly lake shipments were never s9 
large. Anthracite .coal production will 
be fully 10 per cent larger than last year 
and 5 per cent heavier than the record. 
The bituminous production promises as 
heavy a gain over pest records. Woolen 
manufacturing has heen helped by low 
cost of material and good demand for 
clothing. 


Less Money in Cotton. 

“All the returns are not. so favorable. 
There has been less money in cotton for 
the south this year, and the margin of 
profit in manufacture has occasioned 
complaint there and in new and old Eng- 
land. The agricultural interest has been 
favored by heavy advances in farm prod- 
ucts, which have done much to counter- 
balance reduction in yield. Export trade 
has shown signs of hesitation after years 
of steady advance, and imports have in- 
creased, but mainly in materials intend- 
ed for domestic manufacture, and the 
maigin in favor of exports is still enor- 
mously heavy.’’ 

The bank clearings are estimated at 
$118,000,000,000, a gain of 38 per cent over 
last year and 26 per cent over the record 
year of 1899. The middle states showed 
the greatest in clearings. The

failures for the year were placed at 19,775, 
with aggregate liabilities 
and assets of $60,000,000. 
ing the review says: 

“This is a gain of 8.6 per cent {in number 
over 19) and of nearly 12 per cent over 
1899, but back of that year comparisons 
favor the current one. Liabilities have 
not gained relatively so heavily as shown 
by the fact that they are only 2.4 per 
cent larger this year than last and &6 
per cent larger than in 1899. In only 
three of the past thirteen years,,in fact, 
were liabilities smaller than they were 
this’ year. A _ point often lost sight of 
is that there fs a constant accession of 
new individuals, firms and corporations 
in business each year, and this alone 
furnishes a basis for the recording of nu- 
merous unsuccessful ventures. There are 
now 72,000 more people in business than 
there: were a decade ago, an increase of 
16 per cent, but failures have only in- 
creased 5 per cent in number during that 
period and Habilities are only 20 per cent 
larger. A continuing unfavorable feature 
is the small percentage of assets to li- 
bilities. It is only 46.4 per cent this year, 
as against 47.2 per cent a year ago and 
52 per cent in 1899 and 1898. 

As to Prices. 

As to prices the review says: 

“Wheat has reached the highest point 
since 1898; corn and oats are higher than 
for almost a decade, and other produce 
has sympathized. Food products, as a 
whole, are higher than in the general 
price boom of 1900, while manufactures 
nd lower, notable in this respect being 
leather, textiles, coal and coke, naval 
stores, building materials, chemicals and 
drugs and miscellaneous products. Prices 
as a whole are 8& per cent lower than 
February, 199, and December, 1899, but 
are higher than in any year from 1893 
until the third quarter of 1899."

REPORT OF THE UNION PACIFIC 


Gross Receipts of the System Were 
Over $43,000,000. 

New’ York, Decembeg 27.—The annual 
report of the Union Pacific railroad, em- 
bracing as well a statement of the finan- 
cla! condition of the Southern Pacific 
and a reference to the part of the Union 
Pacific in the affairs of the Northern Pa- 
cific, was made public today. The finan- 
cial statement of the Union Pacific 
showed that the gross receipts for the 
year ending June 30 were $43,538,181, op- 
erating expenses and taxes $24,587,145, and 
total net income $22,172,001. The gross re- 
ceipts showed an increase of $4,390,482, or 
11.21.per cent, and the operating_expenses 
an increase of $3,140,930, or 15.55 per cent. 
The surplus was $5,178,175. 

The statement of the Southern Pacific 
showed that the gross revenue was 47i,- 
244,898; operating expenses and taxes %0,- 
879,013; rentals, betterments, sinking 
fund and discounts absorbed $24,608,597, 
leaving a surplus of $3,456,560. 

As to the acquirements of control of 
the Southern and Northern Pacific the 
report said: 

“Developments in connection with the 
constantly increasing traffic of the norfth- 
west and of the states of the Pacific 
slope and the vital importance of secur- 
ing for the Union Pacific system its due 
rroportion of the tonnage and revenue 
tributary to its lines, rendered it essen- 
tal, in the judgment of the board of di- 
rectors, that steps should be taken to 
maintain and protect the property of the 
System and to safeguard its future 
egainst combinations of other lines. In 
furtherance of this policy, and for the 
Purpose of developing and extending the 
business of the system and opening new 
channels of interchange, the diQectors 
deemed it necessary to acquire $75,000,000, 
par value, of the capital stock of the 
Scuthern Pacifie Company and $78,108,000, 
par value, of the stock of the Northern 
lacific Railway Company.”

NOT CENSURED BY THE POPE 


Left the Philippines of His Own 
Volition—Not Impertinent to 
President McKinley.

New Orleans, December 27.—Archoblshop 
@happelle, of New Orleans, who has just 
returned from the Fhilippines, after a 
six months’ stay in, Rome, declares ut- 
terly without toundaTion the assertions 
made by the Rome ccrrespondent of an 
American paper io the effect that he had 
been forced to withdraw from his posi- 
ticn as apostolic delegate to the Philip- 
pines by the pope en account of ineffi- 
c.ency and antagonizing the American 
civil and military authorities and the 
Catholic clergy and friars in the archi- 
pelago, and says that so far from this 
being the truth, Pope Leo has puolicly 
end privately approved of his work in 
the Phillppines. He says that he volun- 
erily resigned, as he thought a perma- 
nent delegate in the Philippines was de- 
sirable, and comes back to New Orleans 
retaining the office of papal delegate to 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 

He denies that he betrayed Cardinal 
Gibbons and says thaf his appointment to 
the Philippines came about through no 
others than President McKinley and the 
pope. He emphatically denits that he 
wrote an impertinent letter to President 
McKinley, and says it is not true that 
he wrote letters to this or any ‘other 
country urging opposition of the Catho- 
lic vote to the reelection of President Mc- 
Kinley. 

Hle asserts that he has not quarreled 
with the archbishop of Manila, but. on 
the other hand, says they are as brothers 
and saw one another frequently while 
in Rome. He says that within the next 
month there will be issued a papal con- 
stitution in which the policy of the vat- 
ican will be fully set forth, and in which 
the approval of his work in the Phil- 
ippines by the pope will be reiterated.

namely, the impossibility of those, whose prap- 
erty has thus been seized and sold, to furnish 
full proof of their claims 

Permit me to sav, with 
the expressed opinion of the committee in 
charge, that such is not entirely the case, 
Some of these claimants can furnish the re- 
quired evidence. Among others, the heirs cf 
the estate of Dr. L. R. Sams, of Beaufort, 
Ss. C. (of whom TI am one), have had for over 
thirty years all of the evidence necessary to 
substantiate their claims; and have been 
Waiting for congress :+to do them the tardy 
justice of refunding this money, which has 
been locked in the treasury for nearly forty 
years. 

Bills for this purpose have from time to 
time been brought before congress, only.to be

The claims of the said estate em- 
brace the entire property at that time—four

stantial base of private schools.” 

This system of education, which exist- 
ed before the civil war, the speaker at- 
tributed to- the social conditions of that 
period, society at thas time being divided 
into two clearly defined parts, the planters 
and the poor whites, owners of smail 
farms.”’ 

He continued: ‘“‘A number of colleges 
trained the young planter class and made 
them a race of preachers, teachers, law- 
yers, statesmen, soldiers, poets and ora- 
tors, scarcely equalled and never sur- 
passed in any country. The glory of the 
old school was that it trained leaders of 
men. The trouble with the new school 
is, while it gives tne smattering of an 
elementary knowledge to a considerable 
number, it makes -no graat men or wom- 
en. The old school belonged to the period 
of individualism, the new has yet to be 
made equal to the needs of cooperative 
society. The principal trouble tn the 
south at the present time is that we have 
jus enough of the public scnool in the 
country to destroy all of the old private 
schools. 

“According to Thomas Jefferson, the ob- 
jects of the public schoois were: 

"To give every citizen the informa- 
tion he needs for the transactions of his 
own business; to enable him to calculate 
for himseif and to express and. preserve 
his ideas, his contracts and accounts, in 
writing; to improve by reading his mor- 
als and faculties; to understand his du- 
ties to his neighbors and his country and 
to discharge the duties placed on him; to 
know his rights; to exercise with order 
and justice those he retains; to choose 
witn discretion the fiduciary of those he 
delegates; and to notice their conduct 
with diligence, with candor and judgment. 
And in general to observe with intelli- 
gence and faithfulness all the social rela- 
tions under which he shall be placed.’ ”’ 

Jefferson's education plaf™ which he 
prepared for the state of Virginia, pro- 
vided for elementary schools in every 
county wnich would place every house- 
holder within three miles of a _ school; 
district schools which would place every 
farmer within a day's ride of a college 
where he could dispose of his son; a uni- 
versity in a central and healthful loca- 
tion. 

Dr. Dabney stated that the conception 
of education nad grown in content and 
kind within the past few years and that 
it was now realized that every human 
being must be educated, and that educa- 
tion, including all training which fits a 
man for better living and service, univer- 
sality and diversity, were the principles 
of the new education.

SAVANNAH STREET RAILWAY. 

Savannah's street railways have evi- 
dently gotten together in good shape. 
Secretary of State Phil Cook yesterday 
charter to a company which 
controls and operates all ot the street 
railways in Chatham county. The com- 
pany which operates these lines is Known 
and 
its charter was granted for a period of 
one hundred years... The application was 
filed yesterday by J. Randoiph Anderson, 
of Savannah, as attorney for the com- 
pany. 

This new company is chartered with a 
capital stock of $3,500,000, of which $1,00,- 
00) is preferred stock and $2,000,000 com- 
mon stock. Hoth classes of stock have 


the same voting power in the corpora- 
tion, but the dividend on the preterred 
stock is limited to 6 per cent, and the 


privilege of calling it 
in at any time at 120. ‘The holder of the 
preterred stocK cannot demand its re- 
dempuon at this figure, that being wholly 
at the option of the company. ‘Ine com- 
pany will own 064 miles of street 
and suburban railways in Savannah and 
Chatham county. ‘There are just 27 
miles inside the city limits and 
the same amount outside. The company 
is also given the power and authority to 
sell electric power and heat. 

The deal by which the Savannah street 
railroads were bought out and brought 
under a new Management was consum- 
mated some time ago. There is some 
northern capital in the concern, but there 
is much more local capital involved than 
was the case formerly when practically 
all of the street car systems of the city 
and county were’ owned by George Par- 
sons, of New York. ‘the incorporators 
whose names appear in the petitions filed 
by Mr. Anderson yesterday are George 
J. Baldwin, W. W. Mackall, J. Randolph 
Anderson, Abram Minis, William V. Da- 
vis, A. L. Alexander, C. B. Kidder, Lu- 
cien H. Boggs and H. L. Purse, all of 
Savannah, and George O. Nagle, of Chi- 
cago, Lils.

DEAD MAN'S WIFE 
TAKES. OUT WARRANT 


Neal Was Shot Christmas Morning 
and Died the Next Day at the 
Hospital—Crabtree To 
Be Tried This 
Morning. 


Policeman C. Edward Crabtree was ar- 
rested and held yesterday on a warrant 
charging him with murder. The officer 
was taken to the barracks and 
placed under a special guard by Chief 
Ball, pending a_ preliminary hearing, 
which is to take place before Justice 
Bateman this morning at 9 o'clock. 

The warrant was sworn out by Annie 
Néal, the wife of John Neal, a negro, 
who died at the Grady hospital Thursday 
morning from a pistol-shot wound. 

Christmas morning about 3 o'clock the 
hospital had a call to No. 279 Mangum 
street the phyisician found John 
Neal in an almost dying condition from a 
pistol wound. Neal was taken to the 
hospital, where he died Thursday morn- 
ing at 10:25 o’clock. 

Before death, Neal. stated to his 
relatives and to the. hospital physicians 
that he had shot by a policeman 
was running after him. No dying

Crabtree admits shooting at a negro in 
the neighborhood and at the time of the 
Shooting of Neal, Wut he states that Neal 
was not the negro at whom he ghot, 
and at the same time gives a good reason 
why he fired the shot. 

Officer’s Version of Shooting. 

About 1 o'clock Christmas morning Of-

“IT was close upon the man,” states 
Crabtree, ‘‘and I heard him cry out, ‘Now 
stop or I will kill you!’ It was light 


enough for me to see that he held a pistol 
in his hand. I immediately threw up my 
pistol and fired, and the negro ran off. I 
tried to follow him, but he escaped. The 
whom- I shot was short and 
1 am told that the negro who died 
at the hospital was a tall mulatto.” 
Neal Shot in the Back. 

Before Neal died, the hospital physi- 
cians performed an operation for the pur- 
pose of extracting the bullet. They state 
that the ball entéred the small of the 
back, 3 inches from the spinal column, 
and lodged in the walls of the abdomen. 
The intestines had been perforated in 
three places. It was possible, they state, 
for the negro to have walked some dis- 
tance before he fell, 

The bullet taken from the negro’s body 
is a 41 caliber; that used by Officer Crab- 
tree is a 41 caliber. The ball is in the 
possession of the chief of police, who has 
made a full investigation of the affair. 

No. 279 Mangum street, the house in 
which Neal was found by the hospital 
physician, is near Newton street and 
about a block from the house where the 
Officers made the raid. 

It is not known what sort of evidence 
the prosecution will undertake to intro- 
duce. Crabtree says there was no one 
present when he fired at a negro in the 
yard. It is said that negroes will en- 
deavor to swear at the trial today that 
they saw the shooting and that the ne- 
gro was running at the time. 

Officer Is Corroborated. 


Officer Rosser corroborates Crabtree’s 
Statement about the raid and the shoot- 
ing. 

The shooting of John Neal wags re- 


ported in The Constitution of Thursday 
morning. It was then stated that Neal 
had told the physicians he was shot by a 
policeman, and that the officers claimed 
they had shot no negro answering Neal's 


description. It was believed by the police, 
at that time that Neal was shot by a 
Stray bullet from the pistol of some 


Christmas reveller. 

The trial of Officer Crabtree promises 
to be of considerable interest, as a large 
number of negroes in the fifth ward are 
taking an active part in the prosecution. «4 

The body of Neal has been turned over 
to his relatives, the coroner having is- 
sued no order for an inquest.

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JURY SAYS BROOKS 


Verdict Was That Ex-Policeman Com- 
mitted Suicide. 


CROSLEY HAS BEEN RELEASED 
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The Only Eyewitness Repeats His 
Story to the Coroner’s Jury. 
An Autopsy Was 
Held. 


The verdict of the coroner’s jury in the 


young man came to his death by a self- 
inflicted wound. This verdict of suicide 
secured the release of T. H. Crosley, the 
young man who was with Brooks at the 
time of the shooting. 

Crosley was the only eyewitness of the 
shooting and upon his statement the cor- 
oner’s jury mainly depended for evidence 
with which to reach a verdict. He made 
the same statement to the jury that he 
made to The Constitution reporter Thurs- 
day night immediately after Brooks had 
been killed. He said Brooks was snap- 
ping his pistol] and he asked him not to 
do it. Brooks snapped the pistol the 
third time, when it went off and Brooks 
dropped to the sidewalk. 

The coroner had the bullet taken from 
Brooks’ head at the autopsy. The physi- 
cian with the jury declined to extract the 
bullet, and Dr. Fisher was sent for and 
he held the autopsy. The ball had en- 
tered near the right temple and lodged in 
the back of the head. ‘The direction it 
had taken showed that the bullet could 
nave been fired by Brooks himself. 

It was in evidence that the pistol found 
near Brooks was not his own. It was a 


38-caliber. The pistol taken from Cros- 
ley was a 32-caliber and he proved he 
bought it from a hardware store. 


Walter Brooks was a policeman only 
a short while and was about the yourfe- 
est man ever elected by the police board. 
His election was due to -the fact that 
his father had been an officer for many 
years and died while on the force. 

The killing of Brooks was looked upon 
as quite a mystery at first, but the ver- 
dict of the coroner's jury has cleared 
up the affair.

T. A. discovered 
that many of the sprinkled risks im and about 
Atlanta were such in name only. and that 
tanks and pipes were frozen, and the systems 
absolutely inonerative Many of the property 
owners probablv did not appreciate the fact 
that their policies were also inoperative dur- 
ing the entire time the equipments remained tn 
that condition as they all centain a warranty 
that the automat'c systems should be main- 
tained at all times in working order, failing in 
which the policies would be null and void, If 
a fire had occurred at that time it-is entirely 
probable that the companies would have denied 
liability on this ground. One of the rules of 
the S. E. T. A. governing such protection, and 
on which the reduction of rate is allowed, Is 
that the tanks shal]! be protected from freezing 
by the use of small steam pipes in which 
the steam is to be turned on at once in case of 


frost. It was clearly the duty of property 
owners finding their equipments in that cén- 
dition to notify the companies and obtain a 


waiver of the warrantv until euch time as the 
defect could be remedied. Under the circum- 
stances the waiver would doubtless be granted 
promry'ly.
